“Thedargest petroleum-area lies in 
the region of the Athabasca and Mac- 
hengic rivers. Of the valley of the 
Athabasea, then known as the Elk or 
Elbe, Capt. Sir G. Back writes in 
ISS3, on the authority of Sir John 
Richardson, under Sir John Franklin, 
(Second Expedition, 1828), ‘In this 
country the erevice of the land for- 
mation is filled with petroleum, «a 
mineral that exists in great abundance 
in this district. We never noticed it 
flowing from the limestone = but al- 
ways above it, and generally agglutin- 
ating the beds of sand,’” 

The oil of the Athabasca region was 
also noticed by Sir Alexander Mac- 
kenzie in his voyages of 1789-1793. 

Later exploration ‘in the distriet 
caused the select committee of the 
senate of Canada to report as follows:
